Terms and Conditions of Sale 


Floor and Mail Bid Auction. This is a public auction and 
mail bid sale conducted by Mid-American Rare Coin Auc- 
tions, Inc. (“Mid-American”).

Strictly Cash (Or Pre-Approved Check). Auction sales are 
strictly for cash and lots must be paid for promptly in U. S. 
funds, unless arrangements satisfactory to Mid-American in 
its sole discretion for the establishment of credit have been 
made before a purchaser’s bid. All decisions concerning the 
extension of credit by Mid-American shall be made in Mid- 
American’s sole discretion. Credit cards such as Visa, Master 
Charge, Master Card, American Express, and others may not 
be used for payment. Bids cannot be accepted from those 
under eighteen years of age without a parent’s written 
consent guaranteeing prompt payment. 


Bidder Guarantees Payment. By bidding inthis sale, whether 
for a corporation or as an agent for another individual or 
entity, a bidder personally guarantees prompt payment and 
adherence to all terms of sale.

ih 1833 Gem Uncirculated (65). Cohen 1, Rarity 1, the only variety 
of the year. This fully struck Gem shows absolutely no rubbing 
whatsoever on the highest points. Although most of the original 
color has toned down to a glossy chocolate brown, bright mint red 
is still visible around the stars on the left side of the obverse and on 
much of the reverse. A light touch of iridescent blue toning 
completes the already impressive picture. The right obverse rim 
shows some trivial flaws (apparently as made) which we mention 
for the sake of accuracy. 
Despite its ranking as acommon date, Gem examples of the 1833 are very 
difficult to find. 


BRAIDED HAIR TYPE (1840-1857) 


Di 1854 Uncirculated (60). Cohen 1, Rarity 1. Chocolate brown, 
with olive toning on both sides. 


< 1854 Choice Uncirculated (63). Brown. Another Cohen 1, of 
similar color but slightly finer quality than the preceding lot.

4. 1855 Choice Uncirculated (63). Cohen 1, Rarity 1. Lustrous 
surfaces give this an extra dose of eye appeal. While the denticles 
show the weakness typical of this date, the rest of the coins is nicely 
detailed. This piece is as fresh and original as they come. 


Ds 1855 Choice Uncirculated (63). Another Cohen 1. A perfect 
mate to the preceding lot, with superb surfaces, glossy brown color 
and the beginnings of a wood-grain pattern on the reverse.

1794 Uncirculated (60). Sheldon 59, Rarity 3. Glossy brown, 
with faded mint color still remaining on both sides. Light 
marks are visible on the obverse and the rims show a few 
minor disturbances. This example shows the light die break on 
the bottom of the reverse, indicating an intermediate die state 
(before this area breaks off in a large cud). This important coin 
is high in the Condition Census and should see spirited 
bidding from the specialists. 


DRAPED BUST TYPE (1796-1807) 





1797 P.C.G.S. AU-50. Sheldon 130, Rarity 2. Chocolate brown 
and olive, with glossy obverse surfaces, but slight porosity on the 
reverse. The strike is excellent and all of the important details are 
well-defined. If not in the Condition Census, it comes awfully 
close. 


1804 Good (4). Sheldon 266a, Rarity 3. Perfect state of the dies, 
with no cuds on either side. This piece is very well wor and 
somewhat porous, but the all-important date is strong. A good coin 
for the budget minded collector.

1820 Gem Uncirculated (65). Newcomb 13, Rarity 1. Shimmer- 
ing luster emanates from both sides of this exceptionally pleasing 
coin. Unlike many of the coins which originated with the famous 
Randall Hoard, this coin is free of marks and spots. This piece 
shows the characteristic die crack which encircles the obverse. An 
unquestionable Gem which is sure to please even the pickiest 
buyer. 





1826 Uncirculated (60). Newcomb 5, Rarity 1. Rich red and 
brown. The brick red color is reminiscent of the bronzing powder 
later used on experimental finishes. Semi-Prooflike, with excep- 
tionally clean surfaces. Nicely centered. Intermediate die state 
showing crumbling of the rims above the fourth through seventh 
stars. Considerably finer than any of the many specimens offered 
in the recent Robinson Collection sale. 





1837 Choice Uncirculated (63). Newcomb 8, Rarity 1. Light tan 
and olive, with faded mint color visible throughout the fields. 
Softly struck on the first four stars. Robinson’s best was only a 
VF-35. 


BRAIDED HAIR TYPE (1840-1857) 


1841 Choice Uncirculated (63). Newcomb 4. Hints of faded mint 
red are visible surrounding the central devices, while the balance of 
the coin is a glossy brown color. This variety shows light rim crum- 
bling on the lower obverse, a hairline die crack through the sixth 
through the ninth stars, and another faint crack connecting most of 
UNITED on the reverse. A few light marks are noticeable, the most 
obvious are some dings on the rim at K-1 and K-2 on the obverse. 


1841 Choice Uncirculated (63). Newcomb 5. Glossy brown and 
similar in appearance to the last lot, with even cleaner surfaces and 
fewer marks. One or two small corrosion spots are visible on either 
side.

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1851 Select Uncirculated (64). We’ll leave the Newcomb attribu- 
tion on this one to the specialists. The dies on this example are 
virtually perfect and any die lines or identifiable flaws are essen- 
tially non-existent. The central details are all well struck-up, but 
some of the stars and most of the denticles are weak. This pleasing, 
glossy brown example would make a nice addition to any high- 
grade Type set. 


1855 Select Uncirculated (64). Upright 5’s. Newcomb 4. Glossy 
brown, with faded mint highlights and hints of olive undertones on 
the reverse. Light planchet depressions around ONE of CENT (this 
anomaly is seen quite often on Large Cents of this era and is 
believed to have been caused by grease or dirt on the dies). Softly 
struck on some of the stars, yet with immaculate surfaces. 





1855 Gem Uncirculated (65). Formerly Lot 2473 in our 1989 
F.U.N. Sale, where it was described as follows: “A glittering, 
virtually full red example which displays a bold strike, bright luster 
and superb eye appeal. The reverse is so sharp it almost looks like 
a Proof.”

FLYING EAGLE TYPE (1856-1858) 





1857 Select Uncirculated (64). Fully struck; every feather detail 
is visible and the eagle’s eye is crystal clear. Subdued cartwheel 
luster appears on both sides. 


1858 Uncirculated (62). Small Letters. Cleaned, yet still attrac- 
tive due to a pleasing, bright, golden-brown color. 


INDIAN HEAD TYPE (1859-1909) 
Variety 2—Bronze (1864-1909) 


1865 P.C.G.S. MS-64 Red and Brown. Approximately fifty 
percent of the original color still remains on this coin. The reverse 
shows a pleasing wood-grain effect. 


1866 P.C.G.S. Proof-64 Red and Brown. Much of the original 
mint color has toned to a pleasing tan, yet traces of bright, original 
color still remains in the protected areas. Scarce. 


1867 Select Uncirculated (64). Red. Virtually full mint color, but 
downgraded because of a small ding on the left obverse rim. 


1872 Choice Proof (63). Bright and glittering, but lightly spotted 


on the obverse. Good eye appeal for the grade. 
One of less than a thousand Proofs struck in this year.

1876 Choice Uncirculated (63). Original red and brown colors 
mix with a mottled burnt-gold toning to create an unusual pattern. 
Softly struck on the date and the highest points, but the eye appeal 
more than makes up for any deficiencies in this area. 





1886 Select Proof (64). Red and Brown. This piece has the color 
and “look” of a Gem, but is kept from that lofty grade by a small 
flaw on the Indian’s cheek. We have labelled this a flaw because we 
believe it to be a mint-caused lintmark rather than a post-production 
impairment. The great eye appeal of this piece will elevate the final 
price realized well above the Proof-64 level. 


1890 Choice Uncirculated (63). Red and Brown. Light milky 
toning rests atop satiny, lustrous, orange-gold surfaces. 


1890 Select Uncirculated (64). Red and Brown. This piece is 
very similar in appearance to the preceding lot, but is enhanced by 
a touch of multi-colored toning. If you like attractively toned 
pieces, you’ll love this coin. 


1893 Select Uncirculated (64). Red and Brown. Deep brick-red 
toning appears over satiny surfaces. Well struck and free of 
noticeable defects. 


1898 Select Uncirculated (64). Red and Brown. The bright, 
original color of this coin has toned down to a gorgeous shade of 
golden orange. Traces of an old fingerprint may be made out on the 
reverse.

DRAPED BUST, SMALL EAGLE REVERSE (1795-1798) 


1797 Fine (15). Bolender-1. Rarity 3. 16 Stars Arranged 9 x 7. 
Obverse die crack from the fifth star into Liberty’s fillet end. 
Untoned and well struck for the variety with the detail suggestive 
of a higher grade. The planchet is large and fully-rounded. There is 
an area of minor roughness in the right obverse field which should 
be examined in person. A scarce and popular type; only 4941 coins 
were struck for general circulation in June, 1797. 


LIBERTY SEATED DOLLARS (1840-1873) 
Variety I—No Motto on Reverse (1840-1866) 


1859 Choice Proof (63). Attractive natural cloudy toning rests atop 
reflective surfaces. There are just a few minor hairlines visible with 
careful scrutiny. This date is popular and in demand as the only 
readily obtainable and affordable No Motto Proof Dollar struck in 
the 1850’s. A total of only 800 Proofs were struck. 


Variety 2—Motto on Reverse (1866-1873) 


GEM PROOF 1870 DOLLAR 


1870 P.C.G.S. Proof-65. Silver Dollars, because of their 
large size and weight, are very difficult to preserve properly. 
This fact may be seen in the hundreds of Proof Dollars which 
are impaired in one degree or another. Liberty Seated Dollars, 
because of their low initial population are even tougher to 
locate in Gem condition. The example we offer here is a most 
impressive coin. The surfaces are deeply mirrored and com- 
pletely free of marks or hairlines. The central devices are 
lightly frosted, in contrast with the watery Proof fields. A 
delicate, iridescent golden toning has settled upon the sur- 
faces, adding an extra dimension of beauty. 

P.C.G.S. has graded only five Gems, and none have been graded 
higher. 





TRADE DOLLARS (1873-1885) 


1874-S Uncirculated (61). A very lustrous example which shows 
a strike which is typical to the issue. The surfaces are lightly marked 
and the overall appearance is, for the grade, quite pleasing. A 
scarcer date than is generally believed, especially in the higher 
ranges of Mint State. 


1875-S Uncirculated (61). Untoned and very frosty with a mini- 
mal number of marks. The strike is just a bit weak on Liberty’s head 
but this is a nice, affordable Mint State type coin for the collector. 


1875-S Uncirculated (61). This second example differs from its 
counterpart in that it has some gentle pastel shadings noted on the 
lightly marked surfaces. The strike is above average with good, 
crisp detail on Liberty’s head and the corresponding reverse. 
Another suitable type coin. 
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1875-S Select Uncirculated (64). A beautiful frosty borderline 
Gem Trade Dollar. The surfaces are very clean with just a solitary 
bagmark behind Liberty’s head visible. The otherwise-pristine 
surfaces have acquired the barest trace of pale rose toning. About 
the only “fault” one might find with this coin is the fact that it is not 
fully struck. This is, however, more than compensated for by its 
overall quality. Regardless of date, Trade Dollars of this quality are 
scarce and in great demand. 


SILVER COMMEMORATIVES 





1893 Isabella Quarter. Choice Uncirculated (63). Untoned and 
frosty with pleasing surfaces. 





1893 Isabella Quarter. Gem Uncirculated (65). Formerly Lot 
973 inour 1988 Peach State Sale, where it was described as follows: 
“A dazzling jewel, with bright cartwheel luster on both sides. A 
layer of delicate sea-green toning completes the picture. The 
overall quality is exceptional, even for a coin of this grade.” 


1900 Lafayette Dollar. Choice Uncirculated (63). Splashes of 
rich orange gold and reddish color are visible on the obverse and, 
to a lesser degree, on the reverse. The surfaces are frosty and clean. 
This issue is genuinely difficult to locate in this grade. 


1936 Albany. Select Uncirculated (64). A pristine and strictly 
original coin with darkened edges framing very lightly toned, clean 
surfaces.Many specialists belive that at current price levels, this 
issue is a particularly good value. 





1936 Albany. Gem Uncirculated (66). In today’s market, superb 
quality Commemorative Half Dollars are in great demand among 
dealers, collectors and investors. This toned Gem should see 
considerable bidder action on account of its appearance and its 
pristine surfaces. 


1937 Antietam. Fine (15). Evenly worn and free of damage. 
Probably rarer in this grade than in Mint State! 


1937 Antietam. Uncirculated (60). Deep, natural toning covers 
the obverse and the reverse. The appearance of this piece suggests 
that it may well have rested in an original “tab” holder for anumber 
of years. 
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1937-Antietam. Choice Uncirculated (63). 1936 Elgin. Choice 
Uncirculated (63). 
A total of two coins in this lot. 


1939-PDS Arkansas Set. Select Uncirculated (64). An obviously 
original set as evidenced by the fact that each coin has similar 
toning in a similar configuration. For the issue, each piece is very 
lustrous and shows a minimal number of abrasions. Only 2104 sets 
were originally issued and just a small handful of the surviving sets 
are comparable to this.

Untoned and very 
frosty. A pleasing coin for the grade.

Choice and frosty with 
excellent surfaces. The rims are blackened with the slightest trace 
of peripheral iridescence just beginning to form. 


1935-D Boone. Choice Uncirculated (63). A nice match to the last 
coin and possibly from the same original set. This piece shows a 
few more visible marks. 





1935-D Boone. Gem Uncirculated (65). A glittering example 
which is perfect for the type collector. There is a bare trace of toning 
atop undisturbed surfaces. 


1935/1934 Boone. Choice Uncirculated (63). Very attractive with 
darkened edges contrasting the heavily frosted “white” surfaces. 
Seldom offered for sale as a single coin and one of only 10,008 
pieces struck. 


1935/1934 Boone. Select Uncirculated (64). A blanket of deep 
pastel toning covers very lustrous underlying surfaces. 


1936-PDS Boone Set. Uncirculated (60). While the Philadelphia 
coin is not especially choice, its branch mint counterparts are far 
nicer than one might anticipate. An interesting set which should be 
examined,

Choice Uncirculated (63).

1936 Boone. Select Uncirculated (64). This untoned example has 
superb luster. Were it not for a shallow mark over Boone’s eye, this 
piece would receive serious consideration at a higher grade level. 

Each of the coins has 
either light hairlines or scattered marks. Still, a scarce set with a

1836 Two Cents. Judd 53. Uncirculated (60). Rarity 7, in Billon, 
reeded edge. An original striking of the interesting Gobrecht/Peale 
design. 

Accompanied by ANACS Certificate #F-9253-Z (dated 1/16/86), for 
authentication only. As on most coins struck in this alloy, this coin is 
slightly dull and has deep coloration. However, this piece is very clean and 
has an appealing appearance. The Reeded Edge Billon variety of this 
design is much more difficult to locate than the Plain Edge pieces. After 
charting its frequency of appearance at auction for the past decade, we 
believe that as few as 6-8 examples of Judd-53 are known.

Well detailed and with pronounced wire 
edges on the obverse and on the reverse. Approximately 8-10 
pieces exist with at least four of these gilded. An affordable “off- 
metal” Gold Pattern and desirable as such. 





1855 One Cent. Judd 168, Rarity 5 in Bronze, plain edge. 
Choice Proof (63). Restrike on a heavy 115 grain planchet. Brown 
with liberal amounts of faded red and violet. Struck from clashed 
dies as frequently seen on examples of this issue. The surfaces are 
mostly reflective but do show a bit of Mint-made roughness. 





1855 One Cent. Judd 167a, Rarity 8., in Nickel, Plain Edge. 
Extremely Fine (45). Not an easy coin to grade since the quality of 
strike is extremely poor. This is a very significant piece as it 
represents one of the earliest known United States struck in Nickel. 
To this day, the United states Mint finds it difficult to properly 
strike coins in a metal as hard as Nickel; imagine how difficult it 
must have been in 1855 when technology was a fraction as 
advanced as it is today. Compounding this coin’s weak strike is the 
fact that it has been cleaned. According to the Judd reference, only 
2 pieces are believed to exist. We are not aware of this existence of 
the other specimen although we do not rule out the possibility of its 
existence. A semi-unique issue which should be of great interest to 
the true specialist in Patterns. 


The holders in which we display the coins in this sale contain 
Poly-Vinyl Chorides (PVC) which may harm the coins over 
extended periods of time. Therefore, we recommend that an 


alternative method of storage be used that is inert and that will 
preserve the quality of the coins you purchase. This should be 
done as soon as possible after you accept your purchases. 
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Undated (1856) One Cent. Judd 179, Rarity 6, in Copper, Plain 
Edge. Choice Proof (63). The popular “undated Flying Eagle 


. Cent” with the regular reverse die. Red and brown with faint steel 


overtones in the protected areas.This is a popular experimental 
piece as it was struck directly before the famous 1856 Flying Eagle 
Cent. In fact, it is many times rarer than an 1856 Flying Eagle Cent 
although it lacks the mystique associated with that issue. 
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1859 Half Dollar. Judd 238, Rarity 4, in Copper, Reeded Edge. 
Proof (60). Lightly cleaned at one time but with a decent appear- 
ance in spite of some hairlines on the reverse. 





1859 Half Dollar. Judd 237, Rarity 4, in Silver, Reeded Edge 
Choice Proof (63). Mint-made restrike with the die flaw on 
Liberty’s lip. The centers are untoned and framed by sea-green and 
blue toning. The underlying surfaces are mostly reflective and 
clean. 





1869 50 Cents. Judd-742 , Rarity 5, in Silver, Reeded Edge. 
Select Proof (64). First Liberty Head, STANDARD SILVER 
reverse. Extremely well-manufactured for the issue with the sur- 
faces especially reflective. As on most known pieces, there are a 
number of raised die lines visible which should not be mistaken for 
scratches or hairlines. Some light russet toning serves as further en- 
hancement. This is one of the most affordable and obtainable issues 
of the popular 1869 Standard Silver design. 
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1870 25 Cents. Judd 920, Rarity 6, in Copper, Reeded Edge. 
Proof (60). Third Liberty Head; STANDARD SILVER reverse. 
Brown with faint reddish and golden-tan highlights on the obverse 
and on the reverse. Notin full brilliance but a clean, attractive piece. 
This issue is rarer than indicated by Judd; we believe it is a full 
Rarity-7 with as few as 10 or so piece known. A fantastic value for 
the rarity-conscious collector. 


1920 Wilson Dollar. Choice Uncirculated (63). Struck in Copper. 


Issued in Commemoration of the opening of the Mint in Manila in 
the Philippines. Mostly red and quite choice for the issue.

1882-R Italy. 20 Lire. Choice Uncirculated (63). 


Undated German Medal. Proof (60). Coat of arms with WI- 
ESBADEN above Aquis mattiacis above building. 


UNITED STATES GOLD COINS (1795-DATE) 
GOLD DOLLARS (1849-1889) 
Variety 1 — Liberty Head Type (1849-1854) 
1849-D Very Fine (30). An evenly worn and original example of 
this popular issue. There is a touch of luster in the protected areas 


and all detail is plainly visible. There is one tiny reverse rim 
depression at 8:00 which barely detracts. 





1849-D P.C.G.S. Extremely Fine (45). A handsome, original coin 
which is well struck and which displays a bit of luster. The surfaces 
are clean and have taken on a pleasing even light green-gold color. 


1849-D Extremely Fine (45). Quite well impressed from slightly 
sunken and cracked dies. Struck in typical bright green-gold and 
with ample luster visible on the obverse and, to a lesser degree, on 
the reverse. The surfaces are very acceptable and this piece repre- 
sents a choice yet still-affordable example of a Dahlonega Gold 
Dollar. 





MINT STATE 1849-D GOLD DOLLAR 


1849-D Uncirculated (62). A fairly late striking from slightly 
worn and sunken dies. However, the centers are very well 
detailed with nearly every hair of Liberty individually de- 
fined. The surfaces are very satiny and lustrous with lovely 
coloration. While we note a few ultra-fine hairlines below 
magnification, this piece is free of wear and, as such, deserves 
careful scrutiny from the type collector of the specialist who 
is seeking a first-rate example of the first Gold Dollar to be 
struck at the Dahlonega Mint. 


1849-O Uncirculated (60). Well struck and frosty with good color. 
This coin would certainly grade higher were it not for an unfortu- 
nate Mint-made planchet flaw at 9:00 on the obverse. 


1851 Uncirculated (62). A frosty, well struck Type I Gold 
Dollar.This piece has an unusually nice appearance for the date and 
for the grade with undisturbed surfaces below medium golden- 
orange coloration. An example which was only marginally nicer 
than this coin would cost thousands of dollars more!

1851 P.C.G.S. Gem Uncirculated (66). A truly sensational 
little coin that must be seen to be believed. The strike is razor 
sharp and the luster is unimprovably rich. What makes this 
coin especially attractive is its rich orange gold coloration. 
The surfaces approach perfection. This is certainly among the 
finest known examples of this date. 

As of April 1989, P.C.G.S. had only graded 14 Type One Gold 
Dollars Mint State-66 or better. This means that out of a total number 
of 1405 pieces graded Mint State, only 0.99% were graded MS-66 or 
better!

This piece is very lightly worn and is actually more pleasing than 
many Type I Gold Dollars which are commercially traded as “Mint 
State”. 


1854 Uncirculated (60). Well struck and highly lustrous with 
medium even orange-gold coloration. A practical type coin for the 
gold collector who is unable to afford a pricey Mint State-63 
example.

1855 Choice Uncirculated (63). Well struck from lightly clashed 
dies. The date is full except for the 8 while both of the L’s in 
DOLLAR lack any weakness. The surfaces are frosty and free of 
marks; both the obverse and reverse are overlaid with superb rich 
coloration. A few fine hairlines, which can be seen only with the 
naked eye, are really just about all that keep this lovely coin from 
an even higher grade. A scarce and important condition rarity 
which is in continued great demand. 


1855-C Very Good (8). Well worn and struck on a typically bad 
planchet but free of significant damage and with all details visible 
to the naked eye. An issue which is scarce in any grade. 


1855-0 Very Fine (30). Well detailed and evenly wom with a 
wholly original appearance. The date is sharp and the rich green- 
gold color is very pleasing. While much scarcer than a Philadelphia 
Type II Gold Dollar, the 1855-O generally sells for little or no 
premium. 


Variety 3 — Indian Head Type, Large Head (1856-1889) 


1856 About Uncirculated (50). Slanting 5. Clean with good color 
and much luster remaining. 





1856-D Extremely Fine (40). An impressive example of this 
classic rarity. The strike is particularly sharp for the date with all 
details clear except for the U in UNITED; the date and DOLLAR 
are all fully detailed. The quality of the planchet is about average 
with some minor roughness noted. Below magnification, we detect 
some hairlines as well as a possible area of repair at the upper 
obverse/corresponding reverse and some scratches in the left 
obverse field. A more attractive example than described and still an 
above-average piece. 

Only 1460 pieces were struck and survivors number no more than a few 
dozen pieces. In our experience, this is one of the rarest of all Gold Dollars. 
Examples are offered for sale only in important sales or when great 
collections are dispersed. 


1857-S Extremely Fine (40). Formerly Lot 1136 inour 1985GNA 
Sale, where it was described as follows: “‘A very pleasing example 
of this scarce issue (only 10,000 pieces were struck). High grade 
examples of this date are very rare, and this coin is as nice as one 
is likely to encounter.” 


1858 Choice Uncirculated (63). Quite well struck with superb, 
rich luster on the obverse and the reverse. While this date is 
generally considered “common”, it is actually quite scarce in any 
grade above Mint State-62. An excellent opportunity for the astute 
type collector. 
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1860-D Extremely Fine (45). Fairly typical in appearance for this 
date with semi-Prooflike surfaces and a poor overall quality of 
strike and planchet preparation. As on most known examples, this 
piece is weak on UN in UNITED and does not have a full date. 
However, the centers are fairly sharp from an overall standpoint. 
Most importantly, this piece has little actual wear and presents a 
good appearance. 

Only 1566 pieces were struck and probably no more than 30-40 survivors 
are known. This date is just a bit less rare than the 1856-D and is of nearly 
identical rarity in the higher grades.

SUPERB GEM 1880 GOLD DOLLAR 


1880 P.C.G.S. Mint State (66). Very frosty with the surfaces 
a blend of Mint luster and mirror-like reflectiveness. What 
makes this coin so lovely is its rich orange-gold coloration. A 
coppery toning spot can be seen on the reverse below the date 
and at the bow knot. While this is one of the more “available” 
Gold Dollars in high grades, no Type III Gold Dollar can be 
called common in a grade as lofty as Mint State-66. This 
impressive type coin should cause a commotion!

This is 
a pleasing example of a very scarce coin; the total mintage for 
both varieties of 1804 Quarter Eagle is only 3327.”

CLASSIC HEAD TYPE, NO MOTTO ON REVERSE (1834-1839) 
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1839-C About Uncirculated (50). The 1839/38 variety with the 
first reverse of 1838; on this variety, there is a slight die crack from 
the Ein STATES to the rim. An attractive, lustrous example with 
good detail and rich natural green-gold color. There is a faint 
planchet lamination on Liberty’s cheek which is difficult to see 
without magnification; otherwise the surfaces are fairly clean for 
the date and for the grade.

CORONET TYPE (1840-1907) 


1840-C Fine (15). Clean and evenly wom with pleasing light 
orange-gold color. There is a very faint obverse planchet defect 
which runs from Liberty’s throat to the rim at 7:00. 

Only 80 or soexamples of this date are known. The 1840-C Quarter Eagle 
is one of the most difficult Charlotte issues of this denomination to locate 
in higher grades. 


1843-D Fine (15). Small Date, Crosslet 4. Well worn but with all 
details visible below deep coppery-orange toning. 





1843-O Uncirculated (60). Large Date, Plain 4. Very well struck 
and frosty with superb Mint luster below typical yellow-gold color. 
The surfaces are lightly marked and these pieces represent very 
unusual quality for a New Orleans gold coin of this era. A rare issue 
in this grade. 

While common in low grades, the 1843-O is a rare date in full Mint State. 
From its appearance, this coin appears to possibly have been one of the 
hundreds of gold coins which were uncovered in Jackson, Tennessee in 
1985 when a parking lot was being excavated.

Struck in the 
characteristic dark matte finish of this year. A flawless and

spot or a disturbance on the surfaces. Matte Proof Gold

No Motto Half Eagles are a very difficult type to locate in Mint State. As 
of April, 1989, P.C.G.S. had graded 78 No Motto Half Eagles Mint State.

Here, the obverse is satiny and shows some weakness of strike at the 
periphery; the reverse is frosty and superb with excellent detail. The 
obverse shows some light marks while the reverse is close to a “63” 
grade in terms of quality. Two small Mint-made lintmarks in the 
right obverse field serve as identification. A lovely example of this 
scarce and popular 18th century type and really just about the finest 
available quality for the date. 





1799 P.C.G.S. Extremely Fine (40). The obverse is somewhat 
flatly struck which gives the initial impression that the coin has 
received more wear than it actually has; the reverse is better struck 
and, as a result, shows more detail. Both sides have a natural 
appearance with coppery splashes at the upper obverse and in the 
protected areas of the reverse. 





1800 Extremely Fine (40). Struck in medium green-gold and with 
coppery-orange highlights. There is considerable detail visible and 
good balance between the obverse and the reverse. The surfaces 
lack any adjustment marks and show abrasions which are consis- 
tent with the grade which we have assigned. 





1800 P.C.G.S. Extremely Fine (45). A very high quality coin for 
the grade. The detail is quite bold and the surfaces are very clean. 
Both the obverse and the reverse show lovely coppery and orange- 
gold coloration.

1795 Very Good (10). Bolender 1. Heavily worn, but very evenly 
so. Three minor rim bumps appear on the reverse. 


1795 Fine (15). Bolender 1. An attractive, original example which 
shows good hair detail, pleasing silver-grey color and pleasing 
surfaces. Light adjustment marks on the top of the reverse. 


1795 Very Fine (30). Bolender 5. The details of this coin are 
suggestive of the Extremely Fine grade, and plenty of original 
luster remains in the protected areas. However, we are forced to 
downgrade the coin due to a small depression above the E of 
LIBERTY where someone has attempted to hole the coin. The 
attempt was apparently dropped quickly, as the hole is quite small 
and could be easily repaired.

Because of 
the great rarity of Mint State examples of this year, Proofs are under 
considerable demand by date collectors.

63. This coin is tied with one or two others as the fourth finest known 
1850-C. A very exciting coin which is worth a strong mid-four figure 
bid.

Graded solely 
by its remaining luster due to having been struck from very 
heavily clashed dies and on an inferior planchet. This coin 
actually is not worn all that much but the aforementioned 
factors gives it the appearance of amore worn coin. While this

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is not a date for everyone, the specialist or the true expert will 
realize just how choice this coin actually is. 

In addition to being popular as a Type II issue, the 1855-C is a great 
rarity in high grades. About 75 pieces are known with 85-90% of 
these grading EF or below. This is the second finest example we have 
sold, trailing only the superb Condition Census piece which we 
offered as Lot 1849 in our May, 1988 Sale. 


1857-C About Uncirculated (50). Well struck for the date and on 
a far above average planchet. The surfaces show a good deal of 
luster. This is a rather early die state without much swelling at the 
upper obverse and the lower reverse. A clean, far above average 
piece. 

While common in lower grades, this date is very rare and very underrated 
in About Uncirculated. Fewer than a dozen full AU coins exist; most of 
which are no where near as attractive as this coin. In fact, this piece 
probably just misses the CC for the date.

1838-C About Uncirculated (50). Quite well struck with the 
obverse rim doubled and bold as usual; the wing tips are much 
sharper than usual. Very lustrous with superb orange-gold and 
coppery coloration which is a bit more intense on the obverse than 
itis on the reverse. Three small obverse rim tics narrowly keep this 
coin out of the “55” classification. A remarkable example of this 
popular first-year-of-issue. 

This is a rare date in any grade with a total population of only 70 or so 
coins. In AU, this date is a full R-7 with fewer than a dozen known. This 
piece misses the tail end of the Condition Census by the narrowest of 
margins! 


ONE OF THE FINEST KNOWN 1841-C 


1505. 1841-C About Uncirculated (58). A nice sharp strike from 





lightly clashed dies. The obverse was lightly brushed years 
ago and, as result, there are some fine hairlines visible below 
superb coppery-orange color. The reverse is fully Mint State 
and is actually very choice. One of the Finest Known ex- 
amples of this rare issue. 

This date is even rarer in all grades than the 1838-C. In high grades, 
itis almost impossible to find. Only a half dozen AU coins are known 
and only two fully Mint State pieces are currently accounted for. This 
piece is tied with one other as the third finest known 1841-C Quarter 
Eagle. One of the more important pieces in this run. 


. 1842-C Extremely Fine (45). A typical strike for the date with the 


centers slightly soft. The obverse shows some scattered marks but 
is lustrous; the reverse is a bit stronger with some coppery color 
above the eagle. For all intents and purposes, this coin can not be 
improved. 

The 1842-C is one of the rarest of all, the Charlotte Mint Quarter Eagles. 
About 90% of the 60 or so known pieces grade Fine-Very Fine. This date 
is unique in Mint State and extremely rare in full AU.

1508. 1843-C Mint State (61). Large Date, Plain 4. Repunched 
18. One of the most important Charlotte coins we have sold in 
some time! A fairly good strike for the date with the centers 
showing just a bit of weakness. What makes this piece so nice 
is its superb rich color and dazzling, frosty surfaces. There is 
a tiny, shallow mark opposite the first star which is mentioned 
as an identifying feature. This piece could set aricher price for 


the date. 

The Large Date variety is actually rarer in Mint State than the 
famous Small Date variety of 1843-C Quarter Eagle. This piece has 
become only the third Uncirculated example known. The finest 
known is the NGC MS-63 which is ex-Fairfield: 490; the other 
known Mint State coin was sold by Stack’s in their March, 1989 Sale 
and was later graded MS-62 by PCGS. In our opinion, the present 
coin is nicer than the Stack’s coin and, thus, is the second finest 
known.

The surfaces 
are clean and show a majority of the original luster. For sake 
of identification, we mention one mark at Liberty’s throat. 

According to Winter, this date is “excessively rare” in About Un- 
circulated. No full Mint State examples are known and probably less 
than seven strict AU’s can be traced. This is the finest 1840-C Half 
Eagle we have seen or sold and we feel that this new discovery is tied 
with three other pieces as the second finest known. An important

1513. 1843-C Uncirculated (60). Well struck except for the eagle’s 
neck which, as always, is weak. A simply superb piece with 
glowing, full Mint luster and lovely pale greenish-gold color. 
The obverse is mark-free and nearly at the choice level; the 

reverse shows a few marks in the fields with the most notice- 

able below AM in AMERICA. If anything, our grade of this 
coin is a bit on the conservative side and many viewers may 
feel that it actually approaches the “62” level. 

The only two known Mint State examples have been uncovered 
since the publication of Winter’s book on the series. The finest of 
these was the laughably undergraded Norweb I: 810 coin which 
realized an incredible $24,200.

1514. 1844-C Extremely Fine (45). Late Die State with the crack at the 
first A in AMERICA strong. Actually a full About Uncirculated 
in terms of sharpness and remaining luster but downgraded due to 
typically baggy surfaces. Of particular note is a scrape near the 
twelfth star. 

1844-C Half Eagles are rare in all grades with fewer than 60 known. 90% 
of these pieces grade Fine-Extremely Fine and very choice pieces are rare. 
The presently offered specimen is far above average. 





1515. 1846-C Extremely Fine (40). Evenly wor and original with 
lovely color and much above-average surfaces. The strike is a bit 
soft on the reverse. A rare and desirable date in any grade. 

According to Winter, this is one of the rarest Charlotte Mint Half Eagles. 
The reason for this is that in 1844, the Charlotte Mint bumed. When 
coinage resumed, the citizens of Charlotte must have been starved for 
coinage and, as a result, most 1846-C saw extensive circulation. 





1516. 1847-C Extremely Fine (45). The 7 in the date touches the bust. 
A nice match to the 1846-C offered above. This coin is more 
lustrous and is actually very, very close to a full About Uncircu- 
lated. What keeps it from this level are some scattered marks, the 
most serious of which is a scrape at the eagle’s beak. 

While common in lower grades, this date is rare and extremely under- 
rated in higher grades. We feel that this is one of the most underrated of all 
Charlotte coins. 


UNIQUE MINT STATE 1848-C HALF EAGLE 


1517. 1848-C. Uncirculated (60). An outstanding strike for the date 
with no weakness at the centers or on the mintmark. Frosty 
with full Mint luster and slightly Prooflike tendencies on the 
reverse. The surfaces are abraded but the high spots are 
entirely free of wear. Identifiable by areeding mark at the third 
star and a shallow planchet flake at the upper loop of the first 
S in STATES. 

Until the appearance of this coin, the 1848-C was unknown in full 
Mint State. This date is very common in lower grades (at least by 
Charlotte standards) but it is very rare in About Uncirculated. This is 
truly a “once-in-a-lifetime” coin which is certain to be a highlight of 
its new owner’s collection. 








1518. 1850-C About Uncirculated (50). Swong mintmark variety. An 
early striking with the centers showing none of the usual weakness. 
The surfaces are not lustrous but are cleaned and overlaid with 
pleasing medium greenish-gold color. This is a much cleaner 
example than usual for the date with virtually no marks. 

About Uncirculated 1850-C Half Eagles just qualify at the tail end of the 
rarity-7 level with approximately 12 pieces believed to exist.

The obverse shows 
some scuffmarks in the fields but almost no wear; there are some 
Mint-made areas of roughness at the eagle’s neck and below the 
right wing. 

While a number of Mint State examples of this date exist, many pieces 
are “seawater” pieces with matte surfaces from exposure to saline. This is 
the nicest 1853-C Half Eagle we have sold since our 1987 GNA Sale: Lot 
1272. We also sold it as Lot 1166 in our 1986 San Diego Sale auction. That 
coin realized $2500 in its first offering; this piece is worth close to a similar 
figure.

1523. 1854-C About Uncirculated (50). Sharp mintmark posi-

The 1854-C Half Eagle is a rare date in all grades. This example is 
in the Condition Census; where it is tied with two or three other pieces 
for the fifth finest known.

1525. 1857-C Uncirculated (62). A bright, frosty coin that is well 


struck and appealing. The surfaces show anumber of marks in 
the fields but the only one worthy of description is located 
along the bend of the inside of the eagle’s neck. For a Charlotte 
Half Eagle, the quality of this coin is nothing short of incred- 
ible! 

Three 1857-C Half Eagles were enumerated by Winter in his 
Condition Census for the date. If this coin is not the piece mentioned 
as #3 (which it may be), then it becomes the fourth known. 

In the last year or so, the market has finally realized how underval- 
ued truly rare gold coins were. But such coins are still very inexpen- 
sive when compared to such items as Morgan Dollars or Walking 
Liberty Halves. Imagine what this coin would be worth (one of only 
3 or 4 known Uncirculated examples) if it were, say, a Morgan 
Dollar? $200,000? More? 

We are not claiming that this is a six figure coin; merely that it 
appears to be a sensational value at current levels.
